In a landmark ruling, a court in 
the central Greek city of Livadia, 
said Germany should pay $33 mil- 
lion in reparations to a village whose 
residents were butchered by a 
WafferrSS unit in 1944. The slaugh- 
ter of 218 men, women and children 
in Distomo is one of the worst atroc- 
ities of Nazi occupation of Greece. 

Yiannis Stamoulla, the local gov- 
ernor who launched a campaign for 
compersalion, said the verdict 
would encourage “hundreds of thou- 
sands” of Greeks to seek damages.

RITAIN'S two leading opera 

companies nay be shoc-hornecl 
into one theatre to prevent one Or 
both being forced to close, under 
radical plans announced by the 
Culture Secretary, Chris Smith. 

English National Opera woulcl 
abandon its London Coliseum base 
and join the Royal Opera and Royal 
Ballet at the Royal Opera House in 
Covent Garden, which is currently 
being redeveloped at a cost of 
£213 nıillion. Mr Smith said the 
Govermment could no longer afford 
to subsidise the econmpanies in thelr 
present homes. 

The Royal Opera has had a disas- 
trous start to its first of two years in 
exile while its Covent Garden home 
is rebuilt, with losses expected to 
reach £750,000 for the first half of 
this season. A board meeting was 
told that 230 casual staff had not 
been paid for up to three months, 
that some pay cheques for back- 
stage crews had bounced, and that 
another raund of redundancies was 
on the cards. The management has 
been heavily criticised by the Arts 
Council and was last week de- 
scribed as “a ahambles" by Gerald 
Kaufnıan, the chairman of a Cont- 
mons select committee investigat- 
ing its performance. 


RETIRED railway worker, 

Anthony Sawoniuk, aged 76, 
from Bermondsey, London, has 
been charged with war crimes al- 
legedly committed in Nazi-occupied 
Europe.

RITAIN formally asked Brazil 
to extradite Ronald Biggs, who 
escaped Irom a London prison after 
serving only 15 months of a 30-year 
sentence for his part in the £2,6 mil 
lion “Great Train Robbery”, He has 
livecl for 27 years in Brazil which, 
untill this year, had no exirnditlon 
treaty with the United Kingdom, 
Biggs, now 68, who has made a 
career as an author, raconteur and 
tourist aliractlon İn his South Amer- 
ican haven, may well remain tiıere 
under a statute of liuitation. Even 
his one-tme pursuer, former Detec- 
tive Superintendent Jack Slipper, 
thought he should be left alone. He 
sald he would probably be a drain 
on the National Health Service and 
would want to draw a pension. 


OLLOWING the embarrassing 

row over conflicting stories 
about the Government's attitude to- 
wards the single European cur- 
rency, the Prime Minister, Tony 
Blair, has ordered a review into the 
tole of spin doctors. But it will be 
headed by the Government's (wo 
leading practitioners of spin — 
Peter Mandelson, the Minister with- 
out Portfolio, and Alastair Cantpbell, 
Mr Blair's press spokesman. 

The intention is to slop “rogue” 
stories being alowed to run unchal- 
lenged as representing government 
policy. The review could, however, 
also result in government advisers 
and spokesmen relying less orı 60- 
called spin and more on statements 
made formally and on ihe record. 

The review committee will also in- 
clude Sir Robin Butler, head of the 
civil service, who has expreased con- 
cern about the exodus of senior 
Whitehall information officers since 
Labour came to power in May. Eight 
have gone in just six months amid 
complaints that they were being 
squeezed out by a Labour team of po- 
litically-mativated “special advisers", 

Information fed “off the record” 
to selected journalists by a Treasury 
special adviser, Charles Whelan, 
was blamed for the débûcle over the 
market-sensitive single currency 
issue, and even Mir Campbell was 
forced to aclmit that spin cloctors 
had become too much a part of the 
stories they were putting about. 

Under proposals now being 
looked at, Mr Campbell would be 
named in stories aboul which he 
commented. And individual minis- 
ters would have official spokesmen 
who would be described as such in 
newspaper reports. No longer will

ETAILS of next year's referen- 

dum on whether London 
should have an clected mayor were 
announced by the Deputy Prime 
Minister, John Prescott, who Inıme- 
diately provoked criticism over the 
question to be asked. 

Voters will be faced, on May 7, 
with just one question: “Are you İn 
favour of the Government's prOopOs- 
als for a Greater London Authority, 
made up of an elected mayor and a 
separately elected assembly?" 

The politico novelist and Tory, 
Lard Archer, currently the front 
runner for the job of mayor, said it 
was insulting to present Londoners 
with an “all or nothing" choice. 
They should be asked, separately, 
whether they wanted an assembly, 
and whether they wanted an execu- 
tive mayor. 

He was supported by the leftwing 
Labour MP Ken Livingstone, leader 
of the former Greater London Coun- 
cil He, too, has shown an interest in 
the job, but believes the mayoralty 
should go to the leader of the largest 

group in an elected assembly, 

Richard Branson is also touted as a 

runner but has yet to state his nten- 
tions. It is thought that the rules 
would require the Virgin entrepre- 
neur to give up his business interests.

Doctors urge 
euthanasia for 
PVS victims

ATIENTSiİn a persistent vegeta- 
tive state wlıo are to be allowed 
to die ahould be given lethal injec- 
tions and their organs taken for 
transplant, an international team of 
dactors and lawyers said last week. 
The idea was criticised by the 
British Medical Association and 
condemned as repulsive and inı- 
nioral by “pro-life" groups. 
However, it was supported by the 
parents of Tony Bland, the Liver- 
pool football fan who ‘suffered an 
irreversible coma after the Hills- 


borough tragedy and was allowed to ' 


die after a long court battle. 

‘The suggestion to harvest coma 
victims conyes from a working party 
known as the International Forum 
for Transplant Ethics, It is headed 
by Sir Raynıond Hoffenberg, former 
president of lhe Royal College of 
Physicians. Other British members 
include Ian Kennedy, professor of 
„law and ethics at King's College, 
‘London, and Robert Sells, professor 
of transplant medicine at Liverpool 
Universality. 


once a decision lıas been made to 
withdraw treatment In persistent 
vegetative state (PVS) patients, and 
to allow them to die, thought should 
be given to saving the lives of peo- 
ple on transplant lists. Withdrawing 
food and water means death takea 
place over a 10-12 .day period, and 
because of dehydration and other 
changes the organs become darm- 
aged and cannot be used for trans: 
plantation. 

To allow them to be used, the per- 


son would have to be killed, proba- 


‘bly with a lethal Injection, However, 
this is at present against the law. 

The doctors say administering a 
lethal drug woıld be more humane 
than a long-drawn-out death, and 


they can see no moral distinction 
between allowing soıneone to die by 


starvation and actively endiig life. 
Jack Scarisbrick, director of Life, 
described the proposal as morally 
unacceptable and a corruption of 
ınedicine. He said the condition of 
.PVS was uncertain, and some 
patients had been known to recover. 


Helen Watt, ofthe Linacre Centre, 


.the Catholic medical ethics resèarch 
unit, said: “It is a fairly repulsive sug- 
gestion. Seriously ill peuple should 
not be treated as-organ banks. The - 
end doesn't justify the means,” ° 


‘Cheap jobs’ 
proliferate 
in Germany

HERE is a country in Europe 

where no basic minimum WAgC 
cxists and wlıcre il is legally possi- 
ble {o work 15 hours a weck for a 
maximum wage of $340 a month 
wilhoul paying any welfare conlrt 
bution. No, lhe cumtry where 
mouonlighling is officially allowed is 
not Thalchcer-hlighted Britain but 
Germany, su oflen praisecl fim’ ils 
welfare ayslem and high salaries. 

According to 1he labour nuinislr'y, 
“ever since Bismarck, (here las al- 
ways uxisled a level below whicl il 
has not been necessary to pay 
pension, sickness or unerupluyment 
cuniriîbutions”, 

With rising unemployment ancl 
prohibitively high contributions 
dIragging down "normal" salaries, 
the number of such jobs, known in 
Billigjobs {cheap jobs), shot up fron 
A.1 ınillion in LOPE to 5.6 million iı 
1946, At lhe same Lime, the number 
of "nurmal" jobs went dwn. 

Billigjobs are particularly aclvarı- 
lageaus for people who ire uther- 
wise covwrcl by social srvurity, 
such as wives, students looking for’ 
holitlay jobs, and retired people, but 
also for {he 1.5 million whu lıavv two 
johs paying GlU deulchnunrks 
($34 a month al lhe sarme tint. 
Such peuple are mainly employed 
by private individuals, biı also un a 
part-tinıe basis by relail outlets, 
cleaning firms and newspaper deliv- 
ery services, 

For the past few weeks, billigjiohs 
have been roundly criticised by the 
left wing of the Christian Demo- 
cratic Union (CDU), Norbert Bllim, 
the employment minister, says bil- 
ligjobs distort competition between 
normal companies and those that 
“shirk the duty of solidarity". All 
sorts of ideas have been aired as to 
how to deat with the problem, 
anıong them the reintroduction of 
welfare contibutions and a ban on 
all moonlighting.

Brazzaville on October 26 and met 
the victor of the civil war, Denis 
Sassou-Nguesso.

Unicef and the Internattonal Labour Organisation 
warn agalnat oversimplified generalisations about 
child labour, There is a lack of reliable and cormpa- 
rable statistics, and those that are produced may 
exchıde whole categories of working children in 
“traditional” sectors. It is not even clear whether the 
trend is upwards or down. There is some evidence 
of a decline in Asia aa living atandards rise, while 
numbers have increased in Africa under multiple 
goclal and economic pressures. Absolute numbers 
are rising because population ia increasing. 
Education emerges as the most important factor, 
Schooling has to be available at least at the primary 
level, with funding to compensate families that are 
dependent upon child income for allowing their chil- 
dren to attend. And education has to be free — many 
children work simply in order to support them- 
aelves or their siblings at school, Where the drop- 
out rate is low then the child labour rate is also low. 
International trade ia not the main factor behind 
child labour, Unicef estimates that less than 5 per 
cent around the world are engaged in export pro- 
duction. But successful actlon in this area could 
provide help to devise remedial models that can 
then be applied in the domestic sector. Child 
labour is found in developed countries too, partic- 
ularly among immigrants, minorities and the new 
poor, and to no one’s aurprise ia on the rise in cen- 
tral and eastern Europe. We have a special respon- 
gibility in tackling child labour in ita most extreme 
forms. These include child prostitution, which is 
closely linked to the international tourist sex mar- 
ket, and the phenomenon of child soldiers in con- 
flicts that the international conımunity haa failed to 
prevent. To regard the exploitation of the young in 
any form as a fact of life is simply unacceptable. 


Tough justice in 
Massachusetts 


HE reactlon in Britain to Louise Woodward’s 

murder conviction İn a Massachusetts court 
suggests that her pnrenta are not suffering alone. 
Woodward's friends in (he town of Elton, Cheshire, 
have launched a campaign demanding justice for 
the 19-yearold, and phone-in shows were buzzing 
in agreement. Such an outburst of emotion is wholly 
uriderstandable from Woodward's family and 
friends. But among those with no direct stake In the 
atory of the au paif nud the baby who clHecsl on her 
watch, cooler heads slıould prevall, 

A useful start would be to drop the curren pre« 
sumption that British justice is inherently superior 
to any legal systeın abroad. Maybe Britinh courin 
are preferable to those in Saudi Arabia, but 
Massachusetts is not in the Datk Ages. The Unilwd 
States is a aoclety built on the rule of law, much of il 
drmwn from Britain. Besides, a nation that has scen 
overturned convictions of the Birmingham Six, 
Guildford Four and Bridgwater Four is in no posi- 
tion to boast of unblemished superiority ir the jus- 
tice department, Nor is it right to say that Woodward 
was denied a fair trial, For three weeks her case was 
put by Barty Scheck, one of the most aggressive, 
highly rated defence lawyers in the US. The jurors 
clêarly took their duty seriously; they weighed the 
evidence for a marathon 27 hours, When most ob- 
servers thought Woodward would be acquitted, 
there was ıo talk of mistrial. It was the verdict they 
did not lke, not the proceedings that led to lt. 

People havé complained about trial by tele- 
vision, Iu fact, orte of the few drawbacks of cameras 
İn the courtroom is the tendency of TV viewers to 
belleve they ate as qualified to judge a case as the 
jury. Suddenly everyone is an expert, even when

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Side-stepping 
Saddam's ploys 


EVERAL Important points in the new crisis 
with Iraq have been clarified over the past few 
days: the problem ia that they do natyet add up to a 
aolution. First, there ls a clear understanding on 
the Western side that this has to be resolved by 


States still reserves the right to take unilateral 
action, İt has no appetite to do a0. Second, Saddarn 
Hussein himself has called for “dialogue to put 
things in order and on their right track", This 
gounda a bit more positive, even though he {a a past 
master at procrastination. Third, although there are 
differences between UN Security Council members 
on how to deal with President Saddam, no arte dis- 
putes that he is in violation of ita resolutions and 
that the purpose of the UN delegation is not to force 
concessions but to aecure compliance. 

The fact that the Iraqi regime has not fully com- 
plled with UN reaolutlons calling for elmination of 
ils weapona of mass destruction capacity needs to 
be underlined. There are certain laauea where [taq 
baa been able to make some sort of cage, but this is 
not one of them. The legalfty of the no-fly zones may 
be extremely dubious. The delay in reaching the oil- 
for-food arrangement last year was rightly criticised 
for punishing the innocent İn Iraq moat in need of 
food and medical relief, Threats to talce unilnteral 
military action against Baghdad are contrary to the 
gpirit of collective decision-making under the 
Security Council, But I[rnq's persistent twisting and 
turning to avold full complHance with the UN Special 
Commission is a matter of record — much of İt con- 
firmed by Baghdad's own (belated) admissions. It 
took five yenrs for Iraq to provide the Commission 
with what it statecl to be a full, final and comıplcte 
disclosııre of lts work in the chemical, biological and 
missile fields, Even now, work is continuing to up- 
date theac clisclosures. Baghdad denied having an 
offensive biological weapons programme until 1995, 
when It admitted having previously concealed Im- 
portant elements of auch a programme. It ia not 
necessary to believe the more furlid stories about 
what Baghdad allegedly still conceals: what has 
been discovered is bad enough, 

It is true that other countries are not required to 
make any kind of disclosure — claewhere in the 
Middle Eaat, Israel is the glaring example. But 

President Saddam brought this on Iraq by his act 
of folly, and the clock canuot be turned back, It 
may be true (hat some of the relatively small num- 
ber of Americana working with tıe Commission 
are intelligence agents: the “firat-claaa professional 
support” that Bill Clinton says the US is providing 
could well include some real.“profeasionnls”, If 80, 
Washington would be well advised to replace them 
by non-inutelligence experts, Britain ahould aclcl its 
voice to ensure that unity ls ınaintaincd within the 
Seeurily Council: this will not be achieved either 
by brandlishing weapons or comproıniaing tao fat. 


The curse of 
child labour 


M ANY CHILDREN help out in the shop or on 
the fart for a few hours every week with no 
ill effects, But the problem of child labour raised 
at the international conference in Oslo last week is 
of a totally different order, Unicef belleves that 
more than a quarter of a billion children around 
the world between the ages of 5 and 14 are in- 
volved. Nearly half are working fulltime, many are 
compelled to do dangerous or ditty work, and a 
majority are denied access to education. It ia not 
much of an advertisement for a world 
claims high ideals for the new millenium: 
The grant to Şave the Children announced las! 
week by the UKs International Development 
Secretary, Clare Shart, addresses a small part of the 
problem in one of its most extreme forma — 
bondage labour. The aim is to provide opportunites 
for up to 7,000 Pakistani children in the Punjabi 
town of Sialkot to shift away from thelr work sewing 
leather footballs destined for Britain. The

T WAS in my capacity as au- 
thor of La Bataille de Paris, 17 
October 1961 (Seuil, 1991), 

that I was (wice summonecl as a wit- 

ness at the current trial of Maurice 

Papon in Bordeaux, On the first oc- 

casion, on October 16, I recalled his 

actloh in Algeria in 1956-58, then his 

time as head of the Paris police. I 

was summoned s second time, on 

October 21, to be confronted with a 

defence witness, Roger Chalx. 

Papon spoke after the confronta- 
ton. As the accused is always al- 
lowed the last word, I was unable on 
thatoccasion to answer a number of 
blatant lies he told with extra- 
ordinary aplomb. 

I shall deliberately avoid dis- 
cusaing the most abominable of his 
lies — his claim, flying in thie face of 
all the evidence, that on the night of 
October 17, 1961 [when some 200 
Algerian denıonstrators were killed 
by the Paris police], only three 
deaths resulted Irom tHıe demon- 
stralion, and that the Algerians 
found dead in the river Selne had 
been killed by other Algerians who 
were settling scores, 

Papon said hıe had not taken legal 
action against my book because he 
had not read it, and was therefore u 
aware of its contents, He added that 
he now regretted not having sued. 
But in October 1991, a month after 
the book came out, Jean-Pierre Elkab- 
bach Interviewed Papon on televi- 
sion and, at one point, disagreeing 
with his version ofthe facts, sail: “In 

Jean-luc Einaudi very interesting 
book ... there are both documents 
and an hourby-hour description of 
what was going on İn Paria."

HE MAYOR of New York is a 

touch mad, He is a bundle of 
petulance and grievances, a worka- 
holic who, like the city itself, seems 
never to sleep.

HE CRYSTAL FRONTIER 
emerges from nine stories as 
a loosely structured palitical 
novel concerned with the uneven 
and painful meshing of two North 
American cultûres which catch at 
each other like warped gears forced 
to engage solely by the circum: 
silance of inescapable physical con- 
tacL. The crystal frontier is “the 
illusory crystal divider, the glass 
membrane between Mexico and the 
United States.” Carlos Fuentes has 
intimate knowledge of both coun- 
tries ancl has built an international 
literary reputation on that know- 
ledge and his compassionate charm- 
pionshîp of the poor and oppressed. 
The Crystal Frontier, with Its pow- 
erful writing and many fine pas 
sages, reinforces that reputation. 
The central, though lightly 
sketclıed, figure in this novel is the 
gangsterish Leonardo Barroso. Rich, 
powertul, polillcally connected, fin- 
gers in every money pic on both 
sides of the glass wall, hc is an 
amoral, self-made man who despises 
his poor relatives. His wife, with her 
fricads, strips her "tittle Inctian boy" 
servanl nakecl aıxl sencls him arouncl 
the roonı with the hors d'oeuvres. 
Barroso appears at his juicy worst 
afler he decidesthat his goddaughter 
Michelina Laborcle (decayed aristo- 
cracy on financial uppers) will be the 
wife of his son Marianito (withdrawn, 
stumbling intellectual). Following a 
disastrous evening out with the 
young womau, Marianito, blubbering 
and full of Jack Daniels, vonıîts on hls 
father’s silk robe.

tense and involving, and nore than 
good enough to confirm From the 
House of the Dead as one of the 
20th century's operatic masterpieces. 
Ji is almost an opera without a 
plot. Janacek's libretto, taken from 
Dostaevsky, is & portrait of inmates 
at a Russian gulag who, locked into 
an endless cycle of deprivation, can 
only assert their individuality by re- 
countîng Lhe tragic stories of their 
crimes. Tim Albery skilfully moves

own ecological context ir England. 
‘This ls unique in northern Europe 
and may be one of the reasons why 
it has escaped the Endothia disease 
that ravaged chestnut populations in 
Italy and France. Its American rela- 
tive, Castanea dentata, which once 
characterised the forests of New 
England, the Mid-West and the Al- 
legheny mountains, has also been 
stricken in relatively recent years 
and been either wiped out or rte- 
duced to sprouting suckers from 
the boles of once stately giants. 

This should ınake us value our 
English chestnuts more. { discov- 
ered a grove of sweet chestnut trees 
growing on a varrow ridge with 
oaks on the Wrekin here in Shrop- 
shire just a few days ago. They are 
old, craggy individuals, stunted by 
the rocky conditions but absolutely 
laden with chestnuts, Clanıbering 
about in their boughs and foraging 
İn their shade wns a real joy, and 
their fruit have the woody, fiery 
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indigenous to Italy, the Balkans 
and Spain. The Romans brought 
chestnuts to England, as they did 
many other plants. Many of these 
Roman introductions disappeared 
during the Dark Ages or were con- 
fined to gardens. But chestnuts, 
later acquiring a medieval name, 
became naturalised, particularly in 
oak-birch woodland in acid condi« 
tions. 

Sweet chestnut, Castanea sativa, 
named after Castanum in Thessaly 
(Greece) where it may also have 
been introduced as in Crete, has 
become an integral part of English 
woodland. There are many ancient 
trees scattered throughout England 
whose huge fluted trunks twist into 
wide spreading crowns. In the 17th 
and particularly the 19th centuries, 
chestnut woods were planted in 
southeast England and coppiced for 
the long hop and vine poles. Apart 
from yew, chestnut is the most 
rotresistant timber in the ground,

UTUMN gathers apace. A 

A few bright sunny days have 
brought the colours out in 

woodland follage. These may not be 
ag spectacular as a New England fall 
— but wlıat is? However, the yellow, 
gold and bronze Jeaves have a sub- 

' tle fire that ring the changes and 
slr the apirit. 

This autumn has been spectacu- 
. lar for spiders, or to be more aCcu- 
rate, the work of spiders, Woods 
and fells have heen densely tigged 
iv the finest gossamer threads that 
tle twig to twig, leaf to leaf, even 
earth to sky. Sunlight shines on 
long free-floating threads, 
dew sparkles ön an intıicate gos- 
samer rigging that looks like frost. 
The millions of architects of this 
remarkable collective construction 
remain largely invisible, as if the 
world has been caught in some 
magic weave, The spider's labour is 
also a good ecological metaphor. As 
John Muir said, “everything is 
hitched to everything else” and, in 
the soft autumn light, thanks to the 
aplders, it ls. 

Another great autumnal joy this 
year is sweet chestnuts, Driven by 
some deeply mammalian instinct to 
bulk up for the winter, people forage 
through the woods for the apiny 
green capsules which hold the 
chestnuts. This year has been un- 
usually good, Not only have the 
trees produced a heavy crop of nuts 
but a good proportion of them are 
plump enough for roasting. 

Tle chestnuts you buy in super- 
markets or traditionally roasted on 
London streets come from special 
nutproducing varietles in Italy, 

chestnuts are alao made into 
flour, Until the development of 
pollen analysis it was assumed that 
sweet chestnut trees were native tO 
Britain. Argunıents in the 18th cen- 
tury about whether or not this was 
true gave rise to the science of his- 
torical ecology. 

The pollen record has since 
proved that’ the chestmut was not 
around in prehistoric Britaln and is
